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Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. The application 
contains 3 claims. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because 
they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 8 (see 
page 5, line 17). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 
37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

Specification (filed July 28, 2004) 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the 
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abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited.

The specification does not provide any titles.

Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference. The amendment must be accompanied by an affidavit or 
declaration executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating 
that the amendatory material consists of the same material incorporated by reference in 
the referencing application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 USPQ 157 (CCPA 
1973); In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re Hawkins,

Applicant refers to canopy ribs and a raincover which are not part of the instant 
application. These materials should be deleted. 

The specification refers to two different elements with the same reference numeral 
(see page 5, lines 17 and 18 where reference numeral 8 is used to identify studs and 
recesses). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. This claim makes reference to elements described on a foreign 
patent making the claim indefinite and not permitting the application of any art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Homan (Pat No 623,606). 

The patent to Homan discloses a clamp comprising two arms (A, A') hingendly 
connected at one end (G), a support means (F) and an actuating mechanism (nut) to move 
the arms. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 2 is allowed. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the art of record discloses to clamps mounted on a support means with a 
locking mechanism on the support means as recited in the claim. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Homan (625,032), Bolden (3,756,096), Bailey et al. (5,535,973) 
and Eslick (6,450,465) show clamps of interest.
